Every passage in the Old Testamentj 
rendered by the word “hell” erron- j 
eous. The word “sheol” means, the;

the dead go. It will be seen that th e ' 
words “grave” or the "unseen place i 
of the dead” should be 
used. 
T he! 
American version clears up many ofj 
these errors. 
All reverent criticism 
now 
con-1 
cedes that the historical books of th e ; 
Old Testament were not put In their; 
present form until the time of Ezra 
and Nehemiah. It also admits that in 
the book of Genesis are to be found 
the setting together of at least two 
narratives and possibly three. 
The 
book of Leviticus was completed by 
the regulations which Ezra introduced. 
This is adduced by the fact of prac­ 
tices 
directed which could not ob­ 
tain when the Mosaic details were in- 


atituted. In the Priestly Code the of­ 
ferings appear as a tax for the benefit 
of the priests instead as memorials 
of seasons and deliverance. The Pass­ 
over is a good sample. 
The prophets spoke Just as truly as 
did Moses. They believed that the in­ 
spiration given them was from God 
alone. Ezra and Nehemiah were Just 
as real men of God as Moses, or Sam­ 
uel, or Joshua. God spoke to them af 
truly as He did to any other, . 
The book of Job had been rated as 
one of the oldest compositions of the 
Old Testament. It is now believed to 
be one of the latest, owing to the fact 
that Babylonian words are so numer­ 
ous and because the term Satan had 
no currency in the Hebrew literature 
until after the captivity. It is evident 
that the book of Job is not history hut 
drama. The incidents are true to life. 
This gives it worth and reality. 
It is of course desirable to know who 
wrote the books but this is overshad­ 
owed by the greater 
consideration, 
“Is it real and true to fact and life?” 
It is in this light that the 
Psalms, 
Proverbs, and all other books should 
be regarded and studied. The teach­ 
ing of Jesus is the inner essence of 
action and life. There have been no 
higher precepts; hence bis commands 
appeal to ail of humanity as the saf­ 
est and sanest of ail teaching for mor­ 
al and spiritual development.

A professor of bacteriology in one 
of the universities of Germany drank 
a whole glassful of cholera germs to 
prove that the Asiatic cholera had no 
effect upon a sound body. 
He was 
hustled off to the hospital, but noth­ 
ing developed in his case, although 
there were enough germs to attack 
an army and put It to route. Prophy­ 
lactic treatment and right living are 
the best guaranty in preventing an 
attack of disease. 
A physician is a necessary 
factor, 
because people, either 
through ig­ 
norance or conscious violation of hy­ 
gienic laws, bring illness upon them­ 
selves. 
Someone m ust 
show 
them 
the way out. 
Someone who knows 
the laws of restoration. 
This is the 
physician’s sphere as 
the

man looks at it.

scientious physicians to keep
